Schools 
Are Not 
Immune 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (ZP) — 
The Illinois Supreme Court 
today abolished the 61-y ear- 
old doctrine making school 
districts immune from dam­ 
ages caused by negligence. 


The opinion, giv en in a suit in­ 
v olv ing the Kaneland Community 
Unit School District, repeated a 
decision handed down in May . 
It directed the Kane County Cir 
cuit Court to proceed with the tri 
a1 of a $56,000 damage suit against 
the district. 
Kills Old Theory 
The court s ruling in May ov er­ 
turned 
Circuit 
and 
Appellate 
Court decisions abiding by tile old 
theory that a gov ernment could 
not be sued for damages. This the­ 
ory was adopted in Illinois in 187 0. 
It was applied to school districts 
in 189 8. 
The case inv olv ed a school bus 
accident in which Thomas Molitor, 
a student, was injured. The bus 
hit 
a 
culv ert, 
ex ploded 
and 
burned. 
The Molitor family 
contended 
the driv er was negligent. 
18 Hurt 
The Molitor boy was one of 18 
children injured in the accident 
March IO, 19 58. Fourteen other 
suits totaling 21/* million dollars 
are pending. 
The court today made it clear 
the other Kaneland suits and no 
other suit in the past can be af­ 
fected by the decision. Howev er,

Prompted Law 
The May opinion, written by J us­ 
tice Ray I. Kiingbiel of East Mo­ 
line, prompted the 19 59 Legislature 
to enact statutes limiting the li­ 
ability of schools, counties, park 
districts and forest preserv e dis­ 
tricts.

Questions have been coming in 
recently about feeding Stilbestrol 
to feeder cattle. “ What are the 
advantages of feeding Stilbestrol?” 
It is a synthetic chemical com­ 
pound having the properties of the 
female sex hormone, estrogen. Ex ­ 
periment station data show that 
you can expect 17 to 19 per cent 
faster gains with a saving of IO to 
l l per cent in feed per pound of 
gain. 
Ten milligrms per steer per day 
is the usual recommended amount. 
lf you are feeding I pound of sup­ 
plement per day, feed a IO m illi­ 
gram per pound supplement or 
.0022 per cent. If you are feeding 
2 pounds of supplement per day, 
feed a 5 milligram per pound sup­ 
plement or .0011 per cent. Using 
these 
two different supplements 
will allow you to adjust your pound 
per day supplement feeding pro­ 
gram.

“ Should I feed Stilbestrol to my 
breeding herd?”

“ What is the effect of Stilbestrol 
on ‘shrink to market,’ yield, and 
carcass grade?”

“ What is the effect on heifers 
foil Stilbestrol?” More research 
is needed. Work at present shows 
some Increase in gain and re­ 
duction in feed costs, although 
not so much as with steers. At 


present, do not feed more than 5 
milligrams per head per day. Im 
general, It causes more carcass 
down grading in heifers than In 
steers.

I have heard quite a bit about 
using implants instead of feeding 
Stilbestrol. “ What are the advant­ 
ages and disadvantages?” There 
is some saving in cost. Implants 
will cost about IO cents per steer 
while feeding it for 150 days will 
cost about 60 cents per steer. Some 
saving may be realized in fupple- 
ment cost. 


If you use implants, you can 
use such ingredients as linseed or 
soybean meal in place of mixed 
supplement, which usually costs 
somewhat more per pound ot pro­ 
tein furnished. You can select an­ 
imals for implanting, others would 
not be affected, then all animals 
can be fed together. 


For example, you might mix 
steers and heifers, implant the 
steers and feed them all together. 
Gains are about the same in 
both case*. 


Each steer must be caught and 
the implant placed in his ear. 
While this is a simple operation, 
facilities for catching cattle are a 
must. Side effects, such as low 
loins and high tail heads, 
are 
smetimes rather severe immedi­ 
ately following Implanting. Espe­ 
cially if too much Stilbestrol is 
used. These effects tend to disap­ 
pear as the cattle get fatter. Be­ 
cause of the danger of side effects, 
implants 
are 
not recommended 
for heifers.

“ How much Stilbestrol should I 
use in making an im plant?” Use 
about 24 milligrams on calves, 36 
milligrams on yearling cattle. Up 
to 48 milligrams have been used 
successfully on yearling cattle in 
dry lot but some rather severe 
side effects were observed.

“ How docs Snyovex compare 
to Stilbesttol?” Results at the 
University of Illinois last year 
showed that Snyovex costing $2.50 
per steer compared w ith 10-centa 
for 
Stilbestrol 
was 
profitable. 
However, the same experiment 
last year showed both gave eco­ 
nomical gains but Synovex show­ 
ed no advantage over Stilbestrol.

“ When should I implant my cat­ 
tle?” Implant steer calves in the 
fall before the wintering program. 
This implant will last seven to 
eight months. If you want to use 
Stilbestrol after that and are afraid 
of side effects, it would be better 
to feed it rather than implant.

“ What type of cattle are best to 
im plant?” We would recommend 
implanting plain-quality steers. A 
few side effects on these cattle will 
not appreciably effect their selling 
price.

fered—probably because better hy­ 
giene and sanitation had given 
them less previous chance of a 
mild, protective polio infection. 
Now look at the 3969 pattern. 
This year’s outbreaks were limited 
—and intense. 
They hit a slum here, a housing 
project there, a mountain commu­ 
nity elsewhere. 


They focused on distinct ethnic 
or racial groups, with a high attack 
rate in non-white. They attacked 
pre-school children. 


They didn't tend to spread very 
far—but the cases added up. 


A closer look showed that 1959 
paralytic polio went straight to the 
places untouched by vaccine—and 
cleaned up. The reason for the 
very high attack rate among the 
unprotected isn’t yet clear — but 
there is no doubt about the differ­ 
ence between being vaccine-protect­ 
ed and unprotected. 
* * * 
For the preliminary figures show 
that two-thirds of the cases of par­ 
alytic polio occurred among per­ 
sons with no Salk vaccinations, and 
only 14 per cent occurred in per­ 
sons with a record of three or more 
shots. The vaccine’s estimated ef­ 
fectiveness against paralysis: bet­ 
ter than 9 0 per cent. 
The answer, say s Dr. Langmuir: 
failure to control paraly tic polio 
is due to failure to usa the v accine, 
not to any inadequacy in the Salk 
vaccine itself. 


Supporting avtoone* come* from 


studies of vaccine use. A few weeks 
ago, the results of an intensive 
1958 survey in Boston were made 
public. They showed: 
In whit* lower-class families, 45 
of every IOO children under five 
years of age had not had a single 
Salk shot; in non-white lower-class 
families, the figure was 51. In white 
middle-class families, every fourth 
child in this age group was un­ 
protected. 
School-age children of all income 
and racial groups were usually vac­ 
cinated, the survey showed. But for 
young adults — aged 16 to 39 — 
from 30 to 60 per cent had not had 
a single Salk shot. And in the 40* 
and-over group—people who arc, 
fortunately, somewhat less vulner­ 
able — the percentage of unvacci­ 
nated persons ranged from 79 to 99. 
* * * 
These figures are, if anything, 
low, for they do not include per­ 
sons with the less-than-adeq uate 
protection of one or two Salk shots. 


And so. with school-agers pro­ 
tected, polio in 1959 turned to pre- 
school infants. With the wrell-to-do 
better immunized, it struck at the 
poorer families. 


With this pattern, it might be 
easy to assume that if you’re in the 
middle-class, not living in 
a slum 
and ov er 15 or 20 y ou’re safe and 
don’t hav e to worry about Salk 
v accination. That’* apparently what 
a lot of people assumed this year 
in Seattle—until more than half of 
the cases in one epidemic occurred 
Among y oung Adults* usually the 


unvaccinated fathers of small chil­ 
dren. 
It s possible, Dr. Langmuir notes, 
that something more than vaccina­ 
tion is involved, and that polio is 
somehow changing biologically. It 
will take intensive study to find out. 
But it takes no further study, the 
Langmuir report shows, to make 
one thing clear: no matter who 
you are, young, or middle-aged, 
rich or poor, white or non-white— 
you’re not safe without a full set 
of vaccinations and a yearly boost­ 
er.

DR. LANGMUIR: Ile found a new 
and dirty sal of pu®che*.

Of present concern are three 
rheumatic diseases freq uently ob­ 
served in older persons. 
Unlike 
nome 
rheumatic ail­ 
ment*, gout I* a purely chemical 
disturbance. 
Recent observations have cor­ 
rected many misconceptions about 
gout. 
• Formerly believed to be a rel­ 
atively rare disease, it is now 
known to occur q uite freq uently. 
• Formerly believed to be a dis­ 
turbance that only afflicted men of 
wealth who ate food that was too 
rich and drank more liq uor than 
was good for them, it is now knowm 
to occur in the poor and the abste­ 
mious. 
• Formerly controlled only by 
drugs that produced the unpleasant 
side effects of nausea and vomiting, 
it now can be prevented and re­ 
lieved by preparations that exact 
no penalty from the sufferer. 
Another of the commoner rheu­ 
matic disturbances of older persons 
is sometimes referred to incorrect­ 
ly as “degenerative” or “ meno­ 
pausal” arthritis. Neither degenera- j 
live nor necessarily 
related 
to 
change of life, osteoarthrosis (as, 
I prefer to call it), is probably a 
manifestation of aging rather than 
a true disease. 
As arteries harden and hairs 
whiten, the joints of certain patients 
become 
thicker, 
deformed 
and 
gnarled like the branches of a ven­ 
erable apple tree. 
Usually associated 
with over­ 
weight, osteoarthrosis produces dis­ 
comfort and pain primarily through 
disturbed body mechanics. Con­ 
seq uently, relief is best obtained 
through weight reduction, tempor­ 
ary splinting, corrective exercise 
and muscle training to gain best 
use of deformed fingers, toes, arms, 
legs and back. 
The final category of rheumatic 
disturbances and perhaps the one 
most freq uently encountered is 
called “ muscular” or “nodular” 
rheumatism. 
Causing insignificant damage to 
joints, this type of rheumatics pri­ 
marily involves muscles, tendons, 
the fibrous envelopes of muscles 
and joints, and the oil sacs or bur­ 
sas that provide lubrication for 
moving parts. 
So common is fibromyositis, to 
use the technical name of this ail­ 
ment, that you can probably feel 
tender nodules if you rub your fin­ 
gers over your own lower back. 
And. if you prod or pinch the heavy 
muscles of your shoulder, you’ll 
probably discover “trigger points” 
that are more tender than sur­ 
rounding areas. 
These tender nodules and “trig­ 
ger points” probably represent torn 
muscle fibers or the frayed ends 
of the white fibrous tissue you see 
when you trim fat from a chop or 
steak. When a nerve ending gets 
caught 
up in these nodules or 
frayed ends, it hurts like forty de­ 
v ils. 
But when y our doctor injects the 
nubbin or trigger point with a local 
anesthetic, the pain disappears al­ 
most immediately .

with a high sense of drama. 
The combination produced 
m e m o r a b l e and colorful 
flights of language on occa­ 
sions when Lewis was in the 
forefront of the 
national 
stage. 


Probably the best known of all 
Lewis q uotes was directed against 
the late President Franklin Roose­ 
velt. Lewis was trying to organize 
steelworkers and 
expected 
help 
from FDR, a political ally. In­ 
stead, 
Roosevelt 
voiced 
Shake­ 
speare’s “ Plague on both your 
houses*’ against both Lewis and the 
steel companies. 
‘Many Sorrows’ 
“Labor, like Israel, has many 
sorrows,” 
retorted 
Lewis, 
“It’s 
women weep for their fallen and 
they lament for the future of the 
children of the race. It ill be­ 
hooves one who has supped at 
labor’s table and who has been 
sheltered in labor’s house to curse 
with eq ual fervor and fine im­ 
partiality both labor and its adver­ 
saries when they become locked in 
deadly embrace.” 
One time Lewis called fellow 
labor leader Walter Reuther “An 
earnest Marxist inebriated by the 
exuberance of his own verbosity.” 
Neck With Hair 
Castigating leaders of the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Labor as dolts 
at a 3947 labor convention Lewis 
said: “I don’t think the federation 
has a head. I think its neck has 
just grown up and haired over.” 
He called the AFL chiefs “Fat 
and stately asses.” 
When President Harry S. Tru­ 
man sought re-election in 1948 
Lewis opposed him because Tru­ 
man had obtained several injunc­ 
tions to stop coal strikes. 
Lewis said of Truman: “A man 
totally unfit for the position. His 
principles are elastic and he is 
careless with the truth. He has 
no special knowledge of any sub­ 
ject.” 
Not Even Dogcatcher 
In 3950, Truman, replying to a 
citizen's suggestion that Lewis be 
named ambassador to Moscow, 
said he wouldn't appoint Lewis dog 
catcher. 
Lewis retorted that “The Pres­ 
ident could ill afford to have more 
brains in the dog department than 
in the Department of State.” 
Yet Lewis later made friends 
again with Truman and, after Ei­ 
senhower took office, expressed a 
wish that Truman was still in the 
White House. 
The late William Green, as head 
of the AFL, was a close friend 
and ally in the UMW. But irked 
by Green, Lewis spat out: “ I have 
done a lot of exploring of Bill s 
mind and I give you my word there 
is nothing there.”

In order to get more funds to 
sav e v ital duck hatching areas in 
northern states, the Fish and Wild­ 
life Service raised the price of 
duck stamps from $2 to $3. Then 
Mother Nature took a hand and 
produced a poor duck crop. Duck 
hunters ev idently knew there was 
going to be poor duck hunting so 
they just didn’t buy stamps this 
y ear. May be the increased price 
had something to do with it, elim­ 
inating many purchasers who fig­ 
ure they can only go duck hunting 
a time or two at most and that 
the increased cost makes it not 
worthwhile. 
The Po sto ffice Depa rtment re­ 
po rts the sa le is o ff SO per cent. 
The Fish end Wildlife Service 
estimates 
the 
sale 
o f duck 
•ta mps Hill only pro duce so me 


$4,500,000 of the $6,000,000 Rlltiel- 
pated. This decline in revenue 
will make it impossible to com­ 
plete the scheduled acq uisition of 
wetlands for nesting, resting and 
wintering grounds. 
It s probably too late to do much 
about duck stamp sales this y ear 
but would-be duck hunters should 
resolve to buy duck stamps nex t 
fall as those funds will all be ear­ 
marked for acq uisition of fast dis­ 
appearing wetlands. If the remain­ 
ing wetlands are not bought now’ 
they will probably be drained and 
lost forev er to the ducks. 


Ma y be the sho rt duck cro p 
this y ea r will bring ho me to duck 
hunters the fa ct tha t they must 
furnish the needed funds lf duck 
hunting is to co ntinue. Ho wev er, 
the ev idence po ints the o ther 
wa y . When funds a re needed a nd 
the duck cro p is sho rt, then hunt­ 
ers fa il to pro v ide the funds.
